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REMARKS 

Hie examiner has objected to die drawings on the ground that Figures 9- 1 2 are no t labeled 
"PRIOR ART". This objection has been overcome by the attached Replacement Sheets 1-10 of the 
drawings wherein the afTpropriate label has been included and ttie heading has hcen updated. 

The examiner has rejected claims 1-9 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragr^h, as bdbog 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subj ect matter which 
qjpHcants regard as the invendon. It is beUeved that this rejection is overcome by the amendment 
to claim 1 to correct the laiiguage as pointed out by the exam^^ It is believed that this amendment 
addresses ihe issues raised by the examiner, and does not constitute new matt^, since the language 
is fully supported by the specificatioxL Claiins 2-9 are dependent, directly or indirectly, <mi claim 1 
and, thus, the revisions to claim I cany over to these claims. 

A TCTninal Disclaimer is being filed herewith vMcb, as the examiner has suggested, will 
overcome tiie rejection on the grounds of double pateixting. 

Since the examiner has rej ected claims 1 -9 on the gp!ounds of double patenting, which means 
as the examiner stales *%e claims. . .are not patentadbly distinct fixMn.[tfae claims in the 6734S0S 
pateutr, the rgection under 35 U,S.C 102 (a) is not appropriate for the following reasons: The 
same ecaminer held claims 1-13 in tfa^e parent case allowable and» ifaus^ patentable, and by the same 
examiner*s statement, tiieclainisherem are not patentablyd^ Thus, since the claims in fliis 
case are not patentably distinct &om those in the parent case, they are, therefore, allowable for tfie 
same reasons the claims in the parent case are allowable. 

In view of the above, it is believed that each of the claims is distinguishable, one from the 
other, and over the prior art 
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Therefore^ teconsideratbzi and allowance of claims 1-9 is respectfully requested.
